On 3/4/83, an immediate teletype was sent from Pittsburgh 
to the Washington Field Office concerning threats upon Senators 
H. John Heinz and Arlen Spector. Capitol Police were notified 
and provided protection for the senators while they attended 
town meetings in the Pittsburgh area. 

Inquiries to the office of Senator Heinz and the Secret 
Service were made, and it was reported that no unusual incidents 
occurred during the Senators' stay in Pittsburgh. 

Pittsburgh is conducting no further investigation in 
this matter. 
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
